What Produces Death. 


Some one says that few men die of age. 


Almost all persons die of disappointment, 
personal, mental, or bodily toil, or acci- 
dent. The passions kill men sometimes 
very suddenly. The common expression, 
"choked with passion," has little ex- 
aggeration in it, for even though not sud- 
denly fatal strong passions shorten life. 
Strong bodied men often died young- 
weak men live longer than the etrong, 
for the etrong use their strength and the 
weak have none to use. The latter take 
care of themselves, 
the 
former do 


not. As it is with the body so it is with 
the mind and temper. The strong are 
apt to break or, like the candle run, the 
weak burn out. The inferior animals, 
which live temperate lives, have generally 
their prescribed term of years. The horse 
lives 25 years, the ox 15 or 20, the lion 
about 50. The ox 10 or 12 years the 
rabbit 8, the guinea pig 5 or 7. The 
members all bear proportion to the age the 
animal takes to grow its full size. But 
man, 
of all animals, is one that seldom 


comes up to to the average. He ought 
to live a hundred years according to 
the physiological law, for five times 
twenty are 100, but instead of that he 
scarcely reaches an average of four times 
the growing penod. The reason is obvi- 
ous; man is not only the most irregular 
and intemperate, but the most laborious 
and hard working of all animals. He is 
also the most irritable of all animals, and 
there is reason to believe, though we can- 
not tell what an animal secretly feels, that 
more than any other animal, man cher- 
ishes wrath to keep it warm, and consumes 
himself by the fire of his own reflection

If So, Be Frond of It, a» It Is Said to In- 


dicate Strone Character. 


The great justification of the doubli 


chin rests, of course, on its unrivaled 
value as an index of character—and such 
a character! It is really nature's patent 
>f nobility. Thia was long ago discerned 
by the great master of physiognomy. 
It 


is not difficult to divine what Lavater 
thought of a double chin. He carefully 
points out that man differs from the ani- 
mal chiefly by his chin, laying it down 
as an axiom that the chin is the distinct- 
ive characteristic of humanity; conse- 
quently double chinned people are doub- 
ly differentiated from the beasts that per- 
ish, which is greatly to their credit. He 
expressly takes for his model of "the 
thinker, full of sagacity and penetra- 
tion," a man with a fleshy double chin, 
coupled with a nose rounded at the end. 
The portrait he gives is even better than 
the letter press, aa the gentleman is 
limned with at least five chins, s« that his 
lower jaw was a vista of magnificent dis- 
tances like Washington. 


This happy pliybiognoiny of the double 


chin, coupled witli the rounded nose, 
characterizes, he tells us, the inind which 
can rise to heights, and which follows 
its designs with reflecting firmness, un- 
alloyed by obstinacy. Let, therefore, 
those with double chins rejoice, whether 
they possess rounded noses or not, and 
quote Lavater in gratitude. He gives 
again another example of the double 
menton, and the face so endowed, he 
says enthusiastically, is reason's own 
image. He quite revels in this feature. 
He takes an example of Raphael with a 
beautifully rounded double chin, and in 
criticising it he acknowledges that the 
profile is wanting in truth, harmony and 
grace; but then, asks he, how is it it so 
strongly takes captive our sympathy? 
Where lies the illusion? Merely in the 
chin, ho answers, and, as the chin is a 
jouble one, the matter is no longer a 
mystery. lie points triumphantly to 
Cicero's magnificent double chin, and in 
i burst of eloquence says of Wren's that, 
i!f you can, find a man with (among other 
l.hings) such a chin as that, without 
being gifted with some extraordinary 
talent, he renounces forever the science 
of physiognomy. 


What Lavater has thus laid down ex- 


perience amply corroborates. Thedouhle- 
cliinned, therefore, should hold their 
heads up higher, in the consciousness of 
modest merit, and give free play and 
just prominence to their certificates of 
character. 
It is, as hinted above, rather 


difficult at present to tell who is endowed 
and who is not. Portrait painters are 
craven enough to dissimulate a double 
chin; they leave it to a caricaturist, who 
seems to think it great fun for a popular 
statesman or poet to have two chins, 
whereas those appendages are the secret 
of their success. Some of our more ob- 
servant writers have got a glimpse of 
the truth; Wilkie Collins, for instance. 
He very propel ly credits Count Fosco, 
the man of daring, resource and deter- 
mination, with a double chin, to which 
Fosco's pet cockatoo calls public atten- 
tion by rubbing its head against it in the 
most appreciative manner possible. But 
your ordinary novelist would never have 
thought of tliat. 


As an Englishman, by the way, one 


naturally turns to Shakespeare to see 
whether his appearance corroborates La- 
vater's views. Shakespeare undoubtedly 
foresaw the point, as lie foresaw every- 
thing else, but he was sufficiently artful 
to wear just enough beard to place it in 
eternal doubt whether he had a double 
chin or not. Thus he leaves it open to 
all parties, single-chinned or double, to 
quote him as an instance of anything 
they like, which, after all, is the great 
use which Shakespeare has always been 
put to.—London Standard. 


Like, and Dislikes. 


Affinities and repulsions are queer 


things. Some times they allow analysis 
or explanation, but just as often they 
don't. Our likes and dislikes do not 
appear to ho under our control anymore 
than that very powerful emotional im- 
pulse toward a particular one which is 
called love. It may be said generally 
that where there is esteem there can't 
be any strong dislike, though there may 
be no attraction. Yet, curiously enough, 
there may be love without esteem. 
Women have been known to love the 
most wortiiless characters, for whom 
they could not possibly have any esteem. 


It is an enigma, after all. The loss of 


faith in one might seem to shatter affec- 
tion in one, but it doesn't. Affection 
survives confidence. People are drawn 
together whose tastes and pursuits widely 
differ by some strong trait which they- 
hold in common, and persons of wonder- 
ful identity of tastes and psychological 
resemblances never contrive heartily to 


How It Works. 


The operation ot the compulsory edu- 


cation law is largely a matter of specula- 
tion, but it is a good law and in many 
cities its enforcement by the truant offi- 
cers has met with'gratifying results. In 
Chicago it is found that many of the 
children who ought to be in school are in 
the factories helping the heads of the 
family earn a living. The following fact B 
for the month of December as showing 
the effectjof the law in Chicago are of in- 
terest: 


For that month the total number ot investiga- 
tions was 1153. 
Ot these the total number put 
in schools by the attendance agents was 
061. 
The causes and excuses rendered for the non- 
attendance ot the balance were: Work at home, 
28, poverty, 40: Illness, 106; gone to work. 63; 
transferred, 2. suspended, 20; gone to other 
schools, 34; physically disqualified, 2; left Hie 
city,6; moved,8; under and over age,7, indif- 
ference, 10, other causes, 06; no cause, 167; 
night schools, 3—total, 597. 
The above Is a lair average of the reports 
made under the new law lor each month since 
September last, when the law took effect. It 
shows that about half the absentees have been 
sent to school by easy, moral suasion on the 
part of the agents. A few prosecutions in the 
near future will doubtless have a wholesome 
effect on the other delinquents. 


THE currency movement from the inte- 


rior 10 the financial centers has this sen- 
son begun later than usual, owing to the 
heavy crop shipments and the genera' 
activity in trade. There is such a move- 
ment,; however, and it is likely to con- 
tinue, although in smaller volume than 
in less busy years, until harvesting time 
arrives. Money, therefore, will undoubt- 
edly be moderately abundant for the 
next few months, with rates low, 


IT it useless to deny that our form of 


government is slowly changing. Time 
was when there was no principle more 
firmly fixed in our government than that 
the states were entitled to equal repre- 
sentation in the federal senate. 
But 


now, 
while Montana, the youngest of the 


sisterhood, is trying to get four senators 
seated, New York will shortly have three 
members of that body, while Ohio will 
have to be contented with one. Ohio is 
evidently out of luck.

Tliey Surpr'»« Tbe Fnglishmen bj the Bmp- 


lility of Their Work. 


Opposite to this house is a boarding 


thirteen feet high by orer one hundred 
feet long, and in a few minutes I was to 
see a feat in bill posting such as seems 
hardly credible, now that I sit calmly 
down to write of it. A wagon having 
driven up, five men got out of it; one I 
recognized as Mart Ready, Barnnm's 
boss poster, two were Americans in their 
neat duck overalls), and two were Eng- 
lish bill stickers whose appearance I 
would rather not describe.
